FoUowiog la tba aaeond letter of 

Dr. wnuam B. Doherty, eometlng 
the Courier-Journal aa^ Betting 
forth some history not kaOWB to the 
average American: ^ 

Through a mlatake of thr printer, 
In my note on Irish Americanlia- 
Uon. m the Coturtar-Jounial of No- 
Tember 80, 1 waa Qabted. Instead 
of Lord Mountjoy, a« stating that 
tba majority of the Continental 
army dnring the war for American 
Independence was Irish. A writer 
In yesterday's Courier-Journal at- 
tempts to contradict Lord Mount- 
Joy's statement, and to ignore com- 
pletely the great and noble work 
which was done by the Irlah for the 
War of indepandanea. "History is 
the high court of humanity, whose 
truth must be heard and Justice 
must be pronounced." 1 shall quote 
Bngliah and American authorities 
to proTe that t!i<> major part of the 
soldiers in the Continental army 
were Irish. Lord Chatham In the 
English Parliament in January, 
1775, declared Ireland la with the 
Americans to a man. 

An addren to the people of Ire- 
land by the Continental Congress, 
PhUadelphld. dated July 28, 1775, 
and algned by John Hancock, as- 
aarts that "many thousands of your 
aonntrymen have fouiui hospitality, 
paace, affluence and become united 
to ns by all the laws of conHanqutn- 
Ity, mutual respect and affection. " 
In 17 84 (not 1786) Lord MOuntJoy 
gave this testimony in the Houm of 
Lords: "Aneriea waa loet by Irish 
emigranU. I am aasnred Crom the 
beat authority the major part of the 
American army was composed of 
Irtelit and that the Irish language 
%lis" as commonly spoken in the 
American ranks as English. I am 
also Informed it was their valor 
that determined the contest so that 
England had America dataetaad by 
Irish emigrants." 

In the year 177* there was wlda- 
tpf«ad diawtlataetlon In England 
ever the eondnet of the Rerolution- 
ary War. Chargea ot laxity and in- 
eompetence were brought against 
the Commaiul.ir-in-Chief. Sir AVlli- 
lam Howe, and other ofHrers, and 
so severely were they criticised In 
Parliament that the Premier ot 
England decided to appoint a com- 
mittee ot the Lords and Commons 
to Inquire Into the chargea and sum- 
mon home several dt the military 
ehlets for the purpose of obtaining 
Information from those at first hand. 
They met on May 5. 1 770. Samuel 
Galloway, Lord OcorKe Germain, 
Lord CornwalliB, Sir Grey Carleton, 
Major General Grey, James Itobert; 
■on having been present. The Roy- 
al Oasette No. 811. beglnnii^ with 
the Issue of September 21, 1779, 
ai^d concluding with Norember IS, 
pnbllBhes, In answer to the question, 
"That portion ot the rebel army 
that enlisted in the serivce of the 
Congress, were they chiefly com- 
posed of the natives of America or 
were the great'fer part English, 
Scotch or Irish?" Joseph Galloway 
answered: "Tlio names and places 
of their nativity iii ing taken down, 
I can answer the question with da- 
eiaion. There ware aearealy one- 
fourth natlTea ot America, about 
one-half Irish, the other fourth 
were English and Scotch." 

Major General Robertson, of the 
British army, who had served for 
twenty years in America, testified 
June 8, 1779: "I remember General 
Lfie tailing me that half the rebel 
(Continental) army were from Ire- 
land." General Chaley Lee was sec- 
ond In command ot the Continental 
army after the battle ot Bunker 
Hill. The Second South Carolina 
Ragiment waa composed entirely 
from descendants of the Irish colony 
at WiUlamsburg and between Sante 
and Pedee rivers. The Pennsyl- 
vania line was the Irish line so call- 
ed by General Lee. The United 
States Brigade and Irlab Brigade 
under Dillon, Walsh and O'Brien 
fought at the aiege ot Savannah. 

Tha men who stood behind the 
breastwork of- Bunker Hill, known 
as the rail fence, on that memorable 
day. June 17, 1775, and held In 
check two battalions of English sol- 
diers from annihilating the devoted 
Continentals, wore Irish almost to 
a man. from Bedford, N. H., and 
were ofilcered by Col. Daniel Moore,. 
MaJ. John Oolfee, Thomaa McLaugh- 
lin and John Patten. In published 
historical sketches ot the town ot 
Bedford, ai^d Ip the collections of 
the New Hampshire Historical So- 
ciety, Volume 1, page 291, may be 
seen the names of the men of the 
company. The majority were Irish 
or sons of Irish emigrants. 

Heltman's compilation of Conti- 
nental officers givea upward of 600 
officers of Irish names In Conti- 
nental line, not speaking of militia. 
Tot .hia aides-de-camp Washington 
ehote In succession Joseph Reed, 
aon of an Irish emigrant, Stephan 
Moylan, and James Fitzgerald, and 
his esteem for General Sullvan, who 
won the first decisive battle of the 
war, and Montgomery. Hand. 
Thompson, Barry and other Irish 
commanders was displayed on sev- 
aral occasions. Count Arthur Dil- 
lon, sailed with 2,800 Irish troops 
from Franca for America to the 
Waat Indlaa and captuyad Bngllah

Through the Reciprocal News 
Service conies the Information from 
Dublin that the very large class of 
people who had considerable sym- 
pathy with the ideas of Sinn Fein, 
yet shrank from Joining a party 
which apparently condoned murder 
and intimidation, have been pro- 
foundly Impressed by revelations 
made at the cout martial of £.

He has followed this cause 
in arms and in prisons both in Eng- 
land and Ireland, and more recently 
as a Minister of Dail EIreann doing 
sound constructive work. It is clear 
therefore that he may bo regarded 
as a consistent and representative 
Sinn Feiner. Furthermore to all who 
have come in personal contact with 
him he is widely known as a man of 
unimpeachable honesty and deter- 
mination. Thtf la tba atory of the 
caaa: 

. Aa ka was about to speak at a 
IneatlliC In the country a man hand- 
ed klm a letter and asked him to 
carry it to someone else. This let- 
ter Biythe put into his pocket — nat- 
urally without reading it, although 
the envelope was not sealed. At the 
meeting the platfom was surround- 
ed by a force of soldiers and police 
and the apeakers wara aaarched.

He 
was then taken In a raid on the 
Sinn Fein headquarters -and kept in 
prison tor a eOnsiderabla time with- 
out any charge being made against 
him. Finally he was brought be- 
fore a vnilitary court, charged with 
having in his possession a document 
likely to cause dlsaftection. 

After the usual evidence the pris- 
on^, while following the establish- 
ed precedent In denying the Juris- 
diction ot the court, made a state- 
ment to his trienda and conatituanta 
In which he. declared that not only 
was he completely unaware of the 
contents of the letter In question, 
but he had an absolute abhorrence 
of all such methods as those sug- 
gested in It, and would never coun- 
tenance their a(loi)tion. This <jtate- 
ment from a man of known Integ- 
rity is of the utmost Importance, 
showing aa it does that the accusa- 
tion made against the leaders of 
Blnn Fain ot complicity ih a cam- 
paign of Tloleaca la unfounded. 
Blytha'a action haa probably done 
more to convert respectable and 
moderate Nationallsta to a cause 
which thar hitherto ahrank {rom 
ombraling than any other reeant 
event. 

A good deal of Intereist centers at 
present on tho forthcoming munici- 
pal elections, which take place this 
month. The precedent setaometima 
ago by Sllgo will ba followed 
throughout the country, and elee- 
tions in all municipalities will take 
place In accordance with proportion- 
al representation. As already stated 
tho Labor party are organizing their 
forces quite Independently of Sinn 
F'ein, and there is also a stroui; 
movement on foot, particularly In 
Dublin, to secure the election of 
candidates on a non-political basis 
In the Interest of the rate-layers 
and citisena. It is probable that 
now that apathy On the 8^bject of 
municipal government has been 
largely dispelled, these elections will 
set the tone for the future republi- 
can conduct of Irish aflairs. 

In the economic field a contro- 
versy has been raging with regard 
to the handling ot direct freights 
t^etween New York and Dublin, It 
appeara that the usual chargett.for 
handtltag and transhipping at Liver- 
pool have been added to the rates 
for g!oods which come direct from 
America. If this Is correct It really 
amounts to a revival of the old navi- 
gation acts by which England pro- 
vented any part of the British em- 
pire from trading direct with any 
foreign country, and it is a serious 
restrietion on the trade liberty of 
the United Statea. However, It 
would be premature at present to 
assume that this is the case, as alle- 
gations and connter-allegatlons are 
being freely made and no one seems 
to know the exact truth. Unfor- 
tunately this is too often the case 
In' Ireland. One thing only Is cer- 
tain: so far direct trading Is not 
working amootbly. 

The latest economic grievance 
which has arisen is the limitation of 
Imports ot tat cattle to England and 
Ireland. It seems that owing to 
food rationing in England the mar- 
kets can pot absorb all the cattle 
offered. English farmers have con- 
fequentlv been Instructed only to 
Bend a reduced numl)er to market, 
and they have now persuaded the 
Oovomment to apply tho same priu 
ciple to Ireland, where conditions 
are wholly different. This is not 
'he flrst time that this stanle indns- 
» -y has b§en in<i>itered with and all 
'ndii-ationi . point to ^enthusiastic 
support beina accorded to tha pi^

Rival lead- 
ers exereiae anthort^ eVm %mt to 
the Mexican capital. And they are 
as I Ad as Carranaa himself. It is 
likely his regime Is nearing Its end. 
H'li what is to come after it? Of 
lo.irse If this country were to Inter- 
vene In real earnest order might 
sror. be restored. But punitive ex 
pcnitlons and halt-hearted threat:) 
Will avail nothing. The people of 
Mexico have had eaough to anlfer 
in the past from our mistaken pol 
lejr towvrtto their country. We 
ahonld BOW leave them to them- 
selves, unless we are forced to in- 
terfere. And if it comes to that we 
should take control and preserve 
order In Mexico for years to come.
